The 
Peabody ducks march daily at 11 a.m. and 5 
p.m. along a red carpet for days of bathing and 
feeding in their lobby fountain and nights in 
their private “Royal Duck Palace.” 


THE PEABODY, HOST HOTEL FOR FU.N. 


“T once had a confused drake leave the hens and 


begin his own tour of the lobby. He was 
making it clear he had no intention of 
keeping with tradition. Finally, though, he 
decided to join his flock in the fountain, 
much to the laughter and amusement of 


those watching,” Lauby said. 


Duck Master Keith Lauby oversees and rotates 


several teams of ducks, with five in residence 
and up to 30 ducks at the nearby Peabody 
“duck farm.”
